2. Claims 1-8, 10, 11, 13-20 are allowed. The prior art failed to disclose the features 
of inserting a time stamp into the transmitted no-op media payload packets with the 
logic circuitry that identifies a non-zero amount of simulated media time for media 
content in the no-op media payload packets that is not actually encoded into the no-op 
media payload packets, as recited in claims 1,11 and 18.
